The whiteness of their teeth at the end of the 
ceremony, was a matter of real pride and the 
resolutions to keep them in that condition 
were, for the moment at least, really sincere.

Statistics to date show that the teeth of 
six children out of every ten examined are in 
need either of filling or extracting, This is a 
good record as a fair average for children of 
that age is eight out of ten. Nearly every 
child in Andover is the possessor of a tooth 
brush, but parental supervision of its regular 
and frequent use is necessary for the best 
results. 

Constant parental supervision is not

A Step Towards a Better and 
Healthier Andover 


To the average robust layman, sound 
in mind and body, there seems very 
little romance in problems relating to 
the public health; yet it is doubtful 
whether any one of our local issues, — 
parks or roads or lighting or sewers, — 
is actually of more far-reaching im- 
portance. Furthermore there is prob- 
ably no single field in which modern 
civilization has made more significant 
advances. than.in_the..discovery_ of 
methods for preventing and curing 
disease. The out-door treatment for 
tuberculosis, the inoculation for ty- 
phoid fever, the vaccination for small- 
pox, to say nothing of insulin and the 
anti-toxin for diphtheria, have pro- 
longed and preserved countless valuable 
lives. Interest in this vital subject, we 
are glad to observe, has been increasing 
every year. The discussions at the last 
Town Meeting concerning the most 
effective disposal of garbage and the 
proper management of the public dump 
indicate that thoughtful citizens are on 
their guard to see that deleterious 
influences are removed. Today cities 
are frequently spoken of as either alert 
or inactive, depending on their attitude 
towards matters of this kind. 

Andover may congratulate itself on 
having been a leader in most of these 
progressive movements. The town has 
always had generous and warm-hearted 
people who have responded liberally to 
any legitimate appeal for their funds or 
their enthusiasm. The tradition of 
enlightened community service is one 
which goes back for several generations, 
to the days when Phillipses and Abbots 
were invariably in the forefront of all 
good works. This spirit has never been 
allowed to wane, and informal agitation 
for the public welfare has been carried 
on by private individuals, quietly and 
unobtrusively, for many years. 

The present situation in the town is 
far from unsatisfactory. For those who 
are not familiar with the system a few 
faets may be briefly stated. The 
Board of Health, which is the official 
organization of the voters and which 
has regularly been composed of intel- 
ligent, courageous, and high-minded 
citizens, has for some time been em- 
ploying a nurse, who, as many have 
occasion to know, has fulfilled her 
duties conscientiously and efficiently. 
The Public Health Committee, now 
allied with the Andover Branch of the 
American Red Cross, has also been 
acting as an agency for the maintenance 
of good conditions and has been paying 
the salary of the District Nurse. The 
Board of Health Nurse and the District 
Nurse between them cover a large area 
of territory and divide a rather heavy 
responsibility. Their respective func- 
tions, however, differ, and have been so 
carefully outlined that they in no sense 
conflict. The daily program of one 
merely complements that of the other. 
Those who have been brought into 
contact with either or both of these 
women realize how faithfully they have 
been carrying out their arduous duties. 

There is a new phase of the situation 
which must also. be touched upon. 
During the next few weeks the Public 
Health Committee, with the unqualified 
approval of the School Committee, will 
maintain a dental clinic for all the local 
schools, for the benefit of those who 


wish to avail themselves of its privileges. 
Funds for this service are provided by 
this same committee, some members of 
which have volunteered to assist in 
arranging details. The clinic has the 
good will of local dentists and physicians. 
It should be added, also, that there is, 
of course, no compulsion of any kind in 
the schools and no infringement what- 
ever upon personal liberty. The clinic 
simply offers without expense an ex- 
ceptional opportunity to those who 
desire to use it. 

The. general sentiment today among 
medical societies is that ‘treatment of 
the teeth at an early age is a most 
important factor in the prevention of 
disease in later life. An expert de- 
clared only a day or two ago that 
80 percent of the physical defects in 
children may be attributed to poor 
teeth, and that the first reform in public 
health must begin with the mouth. 
Upon this theory alone a dental clinic 
in the schools is justified. It is be- 
lieved by those in charge that the small 
amount of money involved is being put 
into the finest kind of an investment,— 
an investment in the boys and girls of 
the community. The Townsman gladly 
adds its endorsement to the plan, and 
sees in it one more step towards making |* 
Andover a better and healthier town. 


Editorial Cinders 


A communication in another column 
makes to the Townsman, a very pointed 
suggestion for one way in which it can 
be of considerable service to the com- 
munity. Actually, the Townsman has 
maintained a clearing house for dates 
for a great many years. It has been a 
sort of semi-official proposition, com- 
plete only insofar as the keeness of the 
Townswoman enabled her to ferret out 
information as to future dates, or as the 
farsightedness of committee chairmen 
prompted them to telephone that 
information to her. Prompted by the 
communication, for which the writer is 
sincerely thanked, the Townsman places 
definitely before the town, an _ op- 
portunity to prevent, as far as possible, 
entertainments or services occurring on 
dates so as to conflict with each other. 
This can be accomplished effectively 
only by the complete cooperation of 
all the organizations of the town. As 
soon as you know the date of an ap- 
proaching public gathering, telephone 
it to the Townsman office, where it will 
be recorded. The Townsman in turn, 
will be able to give you information as 
to any other public gatherings which 
may have already been scheduled fur the 
same evening. Witii very little effort, 
the organizations of the town can be 
spared much worry and inconvenience, 
preventing as it should if proper co- 
operation is forthcoming, the occurrence 
of more than one large gathering in any 
one evening. Several times in the last 
month, two, and in one case, even three 
public gatherings were planned for the 
same evening. The Townsman is more 
than willing to continue to do its part 
to prevent such unfortunate occurences. 
It asks only, that you do yours.

EDITORIAL

With the campaign to remove unsightly 
advertising signs from America’s roads well 
under way, attention may well be turned to 
the character of signs and sign posts marking 
roads to show their destination and dis- 


tances. 


The historic “sign post” is of wood, with P 


a board nailed to the side, ending in a rude 
representation of a pointing hand. The 
board bears upon its face, usually in weather- 
obliterated letters, the name of the next 
town. ‘ 

Such a marker was all right for a trail, or a 
wagon road, but is as much out of place on a 
fine, hard road as on ox cart among auto- 
mobiles. Modern practice dictates that 
road signs and posts should be permanent, 
sightly, plain as to information conveyed, 
sturdy, and artistic. : 

For national highways, a beautiful bronze 
sign post has been designed by a 
famous _ sculptor. associations in- 
terested in some road have 
adopted distinctive markers, in many cases 
of a high degree of art and beauty, as well as 
utility. The Old Oregon Trail, for instance, 
which it is proposed to improve from the 
Missouri to the Columbia, is now in process 
of being marked with signs of real-beauty and 
significance. Professor Fairbanks, of the 
University of Oregon, designed the marker, 
showing a typical covered wagon and 
pioneer family of early western days. Such 
a sign is particularly aj riate for this 
trail, which is the route followed by early-day 
pioneers in their ox-team emigration from 
the Eastern States to Oregon and Washing- 
ton in the late forties and early fifties. 

It is not n to wait for some large 
association to design or. place markers. 
Ev. ry town can help by seeing to it that the 
sign posts along its entering and leaving 
roads are plain as to intent, yet handsome and 
distinctive. Placing such markers embodies 


W_| the spirit of welcome to the tourist, which is 


“‘good business” for any town, and is most 
excellent work for local civic organizations to 
take up and follow-through. 


TRAFFIC CONGESTION OF CITY TO- 
DAY HIGHWAY CONDITION OF 
FUTURE 


“Plan Today’s Highways for Tomorrow’’ 
Should Be Slogan 


Traffic congestion in large cities brings 
forth many unusual and ingenious remedies. 
Baltimore, like Boston, is considering the 
three-lay-a-week idea, by which cars with 
even license numbers can park downtown on 
even dates and those with odd numbers can 
use the down-town streets on odd dates. 
San Francisco is considering the erection of a 
skyecraper garage for all-day parking, to 
rchieve the ingestion of downtown streets. 

Most cities which have €xperimented with 
the restricted parking idea have found it 
more or less of a failure. A town which has 
ten thousand automobiles parked in its 
business district, enacts a “one-hour” 
parking law. If the law is observed, ten 
thousand cars are moved from one place to 
another every hour. But they are not 
removed from the restricted area, only 
shifted around in it. Merchants who have 
teen most *heartily in favor of restricted 
parking, claiming that cars parked in front 
of the places of business keep away shoppers, 
are in many localities reversing themselves, 
finding that restricted parking keeps shop- 
pers away from their localities and results in 
decentralized shopping districts. 

The parking and traffic problem of the 
cities, now in an acute stage, is to some extent 
a forerunner of the traffic and parking 

roblem of the highway as it will be in the 
‘uture. Well traveled main roads are now 
demonstrated in many cases to be far too 
narrow. Many main arteries of travel 
between large cities are now Leing widened 
at a great expense, which could largly have 
been. saved had plans been made ten years 
ago for such widening. New roads are 
wisely built when plans for expansion are 
made at the time of building. 


GOVERNMENT AGAINST GRADE 
CROSSINGS 


Federal-Aid Roads Avoid Deadly Inter- 
section When Possible 


As a forerunner to the policy of the 
National Government when it shall begin to 
build and maintain a system of national 
highways, the Federal-Aid Act, as admin- 
istered by the Bureau of Public Roads, is 
being made the vehicle for the elimination of 
grade crossings wherever possible. : 

Where elimination is not possible, certain 
restrictions and rules are provided designed 
to increase safety at danger points. Among 
these is the provision that the road at the 
crossing be wide enough for two vehicles to 
pass when automobilcs approaching from 
opposite directions meet at a crossing. 

he view at a railroad crossing should, 
when possible, be unobstructed for 1,000 feet 
in each direction alon: the tracks; the 
approaching motorist should have this view 
for 300 feet before reaching ‘the crossing, 
Highways at a railroad crossing should be as 
nearly level as possible, since a steep grade 
up to a crossing increases.the chances of a 
motor stalling on the track. Highways 
should cross railroads at right angles, not on 
a diagonal line, which keeps the vehicle in 
the line of danger longer than one which runs 
straight across. 


GOOD ROADS AFFECTING HOUSE 
ARCHITECTURE IN THE COUNTRY 


Better Farm Living Results from Hard 
Surface Highways 


According to statistics compiled in the 
building trades, a decided increase in the 
use of permaent building materials has been 
noted in country districts and the building 
of farm houses. The shortage of timber 
accounts for this only in part, since stone and 
brick and cement are more expensive build- 
ing materials than lumber. 

Farmers can now build farm houses of 
non-burnable materials because good roads 
make it possible for them to haul such 
materials from a distance without a pro- 


‘hibitive expense. The American farmer is a 


sensible, hardheaded practical man. He has 
not endurei the greatest home fire hazards 
of any nation for years because he knew no 
better, but because he found it too expensive 
to overcome the risk by substituting for the 
easy-to-get timber, the hard-to-import stone, 
brick, tile, cement. 

With the advent of better roads, and the 
coming of the automobile truck, he is finding 


it increasingly possible to erect his farm 
house of fireproof material without paying 
too great a price for haulage of materials, 
He is also finding it good business to erect a 
more pretentious house on land which has 
increased materially in value through the 
influ nce of better roads. 

Better houses, better fireproofing, better 
land values, better transportation, better 
profits on farm produce; they are all by- 
products of the hard road, which, in the long 
run, is not an expense to the taxpayer, but a 
source of profit.

He arranged to meet them person- 
ally and talk with them. This was a sacrifice 
on his part, as he is a very busy man and the 
boys-well 
morning was sho and many telephone 
calls from some of the boys indicated the 
doubt as to hie se: the field day would be 
held. It seemed best to hold the event and 
at 11.30 about thirty-five boys arrived at the 
farm. The boys ‘came from Amesbury, 
Newburyport, Byfield, Georgetown, Boxford, 
Topsfield, Groveland, South Groveland, and 
Haverhill. 


The first hour was given over to a lively 
baseball e. Then Professor Richardson 
gave the boys a very valuable talk on poul- 
try. He explained his scheme of poultry 
breeding and 6 stressed his belief in 
feeding more sc’ feed than is the usual 
custom, consider that such a practice 
helps keep the birds in better condition. 

The boys inspécted the plant from incu- 
bator cellar where 4880 eggs are set in one 
machine, out over the range where 3600 
chicks are gro’ and through the big 
laying house where 1200 layets are kept.

Andover’s Vetoing Power 


President Coolidge has just vetoed a new 
pension bill sponsored by Senator Bursum. 
In so doing he has thrown into conspicuous 
relief two radically different types of mind in 
America — types which we find here in 
Andover as well as over the entire country. 
Mr. Coolidge believes in hard work, thrift, 
economy and financial independence. Mr. 
Bursum, on the other hand, believes in 
ease, extravagance and financial dependence 
upon others, Mr. Coolidge considers every 
question in its relation to the whole people. 
Mr. Bursum considers every question as it 
relates to a class only. Mr. Coolidge recog- 
nizes the priority of material values as 
essentiq] to cocin’ betterment. Mr. Bursum 
thinks in terms of social values regardless of 
financial] stability. Mr. Coolidge would ease 
the overburdened taxpayer. Mr. Bursum 
would further increase the taxpayers’ 
burden. Mr. Coolidge would subordinate 
sentiment to financial soundness. Mr. 
Bursum would subordinate financial sound- 
ness to sentiment. Mr. Coolidge would 
give the right of way to ideas fundamental. 
Mr. Bursum would give the right to ideals 
that cut squarely athwart fundamentals. 
Mr. Coolidge is a statesman. Mr. Bursum is 
a politician. 

Here, then, we have two radically different 
types of mind thrust before the attention 
of the country. Who of us fails to recognize 
them? In fact, are they not in our own 
town and vocal in all our town meetings? 
Conspicuously so, at our last. 

I am clearly within bounds when I affirm 
that every level-headed business man in 
this country is squarely behind this veto of 
President Coolidge; they endorse to the 
hilt his wise financial policy. Equally within 
bounds am I when I affirm that every level- 
headed business man in Andover, were his 
convictions vocalized, would veto the action 
at our last town meeting. It is high time 
that these level-headed business men of 
Andover realized that they can no longer 
absent themselves from our town meeting 
nor allow their own business to absorb all 
their concerns. A large obligation rests upon 
them to aid their fellow townsmen in putting 
a veto upon the exorbitant demands yearly 
made upon our exchequer. Just now the 
Bursum type of mind is in the saddle and 
every indulgence serves only to sharpen 
their appetite; there is absolutely no satura- 
tion point to their demands. They rely for 
their success upon the indifference and 
absenteeism of our business men and upon 
the sensitive heart of the uninformed 
voters. Andover holds scores of men who 
have keen judgment and executive ability 
but at present these qualities stand at the 
beck of their own personal business. Town 
affairs stand wholly outside the circle of 
their immediate concern. The suggestion 
that they contribute their judgment toward 
the solving of town problems is met with 
the reply: — ‘Oh, I haven’t the time.” 
Their presence on their own job yields them 
money returns far in excess of any increase 
in their town taxes year by year, hence they 
give little concern to the actual doings at 
our town meeting. These men are not 
selfish, they are only thoughtless. Once 
made to see the town’s need of their services, 
they will be quick to give it. 

Surely the need of their aid was never 
more urgent than just now. Andover can 
no longer afford to allow only one twentieth 
of its voters indiscriminately to vote away 
the town’s money. This, however, they will 
continue to do at the rate of $30,000 or 
$40,000 a year increase over its normal 
budget as da have continuously done for 
the last ten years unless checked by the 
combined and seasoned judgment of her 
business men. Andover needs more of the 
Coolidge type of mind and less of the 
Bursum type of mind in the conduct of her 
affairs. It is my earnest hope that before 
our next annual town meeting the business 
men of Andover will have the willingness 
and the courage to veto some of our present-

‘ Washington, D-C., May ==, 1924—=Follow- 
ing an entirely new policy, the United 
States Veterans’ Bureau will appoint, ‘as 


pitals, it is stated in an announcement by the 
United States Civil Service Commission 
to-day. : 

The Commission will receive applications 
for positions of business executive until 
May 20. The salaries range from $3,000 to 
$5,000. a year. : 

The business executive at a hospital will 
serve under the general. direction of the 
medical officer in charge, and will relieve 
him of all details of business management, 

Applicants will be rated on their training 
experience, and fitness, weighted at 80 per 
cent, and a discussion and plan of organiza. 
tion, weighted at 20 per cent. 

Full information and application blanks 
may be secured from the United States Civil 
Service Commission, Washington, D.C., or 
the secretary of the local board of civil- 
service examiners at the post office or custom- 
house in any city. 
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
